37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative argued that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
112, 2nd paragraph should be withdrawn, and presented arguments as submitted in the reply filed 7 September 2006. 
Examiner maintained the validity of the rejection. It was indicated that if the claims were amended so as to structurally 
define the anrangement of liner segments of specific lengths in relationship to other structural elements of the plasma 
apparatus (i.e. proximity to gas inlet or to sample chamber), that this would help to overcome the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph. Examiner indicated that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103 would be further considered 
upon such amendments to the claims. Examiner indicated that the recitation in new Claim 24 that the pieces are 
coupled so as each piece does not prevent expansion of another piece would be given the broadest reasonable 
interpretation, and that this limitation may need to be further structurally defined. 
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
